CALL TO ORDER
e The meeting was called to order at 6:34 pm by Shane Lloyd (Chair)

ELEFA FINAL AUDIT DISCUSSION

Item: The committee discussed the Effective Law Enforcement for All Review of the
Montgomery County Police Department

o Willie Parker Loan clarified what role he believes REJAC can play in the ELEFA process.

e Jared Hautmamaki (Vice Chair) expressed concern about traffic issues, citing his area’s street
racing issues. He mentioned that he believes potential traffic enforcement cuts would impact
the community. He expressed concern and shared that he and his neighbors are constantly
lobbying for speeds to be reduced in his area.



Willie Parker Loan cited that the traffic division spoke to the county council public safety
committee about traffic enforcement.

Shane Lloyd noted that there wasn’t any real mention of officers' mental health and the
safeguarding that is in place to help police officers who are struggling with mental health
challenges. He wonders what mental health resources are provided to police officers and their
families.

Willie Parker Loan noted that there are police psychologists that support the department, and
there are mandates after specific interactions while on duty.

Willie Parker Loan shared that during family gatherings, he lets police officers know there
are resources available for them and they can reach out for help if they are struggling with
anything.

Patricia Grant asked if it would be appropriate to recommend that there are several people
that we should invite from the state level that can speak on state-wide legislation that will
impact our county concerning policing.

Next Steps:

o Willie Parker Loan offered a tour to the group to see the police academy so that people
could see for themselves what ongoing efforts are happening at the academy.
